I would not have you ignorant, 
Brethren, that preaching of Sermons 
without Catechizing, is like build- 
ing without firſt laying the Foun- 
dation. Without this Way of In- 
ſtruction, the Mind is rendered like 

a Ship without Ballaſt, and can keep L 
no ſteady Courſe, but rolls, and is th 
toſſed to and fro with every Wind IF av 
of Doctrine, and in continual Dan- 
ger of overſetting. Hence it comes 
to paſs, that ſo many are continu- 
ally Heat ing, and yet cannot under- 
ſtand; ever learning, and never able 
to come to the Knowledge of the 
Truth. Nay, hence it is, that even 
the holy Word of God, the great 
Fountain of Truth, is, by ſuch un- 
catechized and unprincipled Men, 
ſo often applied for the Confirma- 
tion of the greateſt Errors and moſt 
abſurd Opinions. On the other 
hand; where there is a ſure Foun- 
dation laid, in a ſound Knowledge 
of the Princip!es of Chriſtianity, 
the Mind, like an Houſe built on a 
I" Nock, 
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Rock, ſtands firm againſt the Shock 
of every Temptation. And as ealy ' 
as Catechizing may ſcem to ſome _ 
ignorant People; yet if it be duly 
conſidered, and ſerioufly performed, 
it will be found to have more of 
Labour'in it than Preaching itſelf; 
though, when all is done, Iam well 
aware it ſhall pleaſe much leſs.
